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PROFILE:  QUEEN  ANNE  1702-1714. 

Anne,  the  last  of  the  Stuart  monarchy,  was  born  on  February  6th,  1665,  at  St. 
James’s  Palace,  London.  She  was  the  second  daughter  of  James  II  (then  Duke  of 
York)  and  his  first  wife,  Anne  Hyde. 

In  1683  she  married  the  unprepossessing  Prince  George  of  Denmark.  During 
the  reign  of  her  father  Anne  took  no  part  in  politics,  and  little  in  public  life,  but  on 
the  landing  of  William  of  Orange  in  1688,  she  joined  his  party,  having  been  brought 
up  in  the  Church  of  England,  in  spite  of  the  Catholic  beliefs  of  her  father.  On  the 
death  of  William  III  on  the  8th  March,  1702,  she  succeeded  to  the  throne. 

Although  she  bore  in  all  seventeen  children,  only  one  survived  infancy,  and  he 
too  died  in  very  early  childhood. 

She  was  greatly  influenced  throughout  the  larger  part  of  her  reign  by  Sarah 
Jennings,  Lady  Churchill,  and  later  Duchess  of  Marlborough,  who  had  been 
appointed  a  Lady  of  the  Bedchamber  during  the  reign  of  James  II  :  but  she  offended 
the  Queen  by  presuming  too  much  upon  the  “  power  behind  the  throne,”  which 
she  had  for  so  long  undoubtedly  wielded,  and  from  1710  onwards  the  two  women 
never  met  again. 

During  this  reign  the  most  important  events  were  the  Act  of  Union,  1707,  which 
united  the  Kingdoms  of  Scotland  and  England,  and  the  War  of  the  Spanish  Succes¬ 
sion,  in  which  Marlborough  distinguished  himself. 

Anne  died  1st  August,  1714. 

Numismatically  the  reign  is  interesting  as  there  are  two  complete  series  of  coins 
with  “  Before  Union  ”  and  “  After  Union  ”  reverse  types.  The  coins  with  vigo 
below  the  bust  were  struck  dated  1702  and  1703  from  bullion  captured  by  Lord 
Rooke  at  the  battle  of  Vigo  Bay,  and  on  other  silver  coins  are  found  for  the  first  time 
the  “  Roses  &  Plumes  ”  denoting  bullion  supplied  by  the  “  Company  for  smelting  down 
lead  with  Pitcoale  and  Seacoale,”  and  also  Plumes  alone  for  silver  from  Welsh  mines. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  cover  is  the  obverse  ( coarser  style )  of  the  crown  dated  1713.

Chapter  IX. 

Difficulties  of  a  Bi-metallic  Currency. 

When  James  I  came  to  the  throne  in  1603  difficulties  had  again  arisen  in  main¬ 
taining  the  currency. 

From  earliest  times  the  problem  of  providing  a  sufficiency  of  good  coin  was 
continually  exercising  the  Government.  The  primitive  methods  of  coining  pro¬ 
duced  coins  of  unequal  size  and  weight  and,  so  long  as  the  correct  number  of  coins 
was  cut  from  a  pound  of  metal,  variations  in  the  weight  of  the  single  coin  were 
disregarded.  As  a  result  the  practice  of  clipping  and  filing  the  coins  became 
widespread  and  at  times  these  illegal  practices  had  reduced  every  coin  in  circulation 
to  little  more  than  half  its  weight.  The  debased  condition  of  the  coinage  facilitated 
the  activities  of  the  counterfeiter  and  consequently  the  coinage  was  frequently 
adulterated  with  large  quantities  of  base  money.  By  the  fourteenth  century  the 
price  of  silver  in  Europe  was  beginning  to  rise  and  in  order  to  attract  bullion  to  the 
mint  the  weight  of  the  penny  was  reduced  so  that  a  larger  quantity  of  current  money 
was  given  in  exchange  for  a  pound  weight  of  bullion.  This  process  was  repeated 
from  time  to  time  so  that  by  the  end  of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign  the  penny  had  been 
reduced  in  weight  from  the  22b  grains  in  Anglo-Saxon  times  to  less  than  8  grains. 

In  the  fourteenth  century  a  gold  coinage  became  a  permanent  feature  of  the 
currency.  The  smallest  gold  coin  was  a  quarter  noble  having  a  face  value  of  Is.  8d. 
This  was  equivalent  to  a  full  week’s  wages  of  an  agricultural  labourer,  and  would 
have  purchased  about  3  bushels  of  wheat,  a  sheep  or  five  gallons  of  ale.  Thus  the 
ordinary  man  had  little  use  for  a  gold  coinage  and  most  men  were  reluctant  to  accept 
one.  Holinshed  speaking  of  the  sixteenth  century  says  “  the  farmers  cared  not  for 
the  gold  because  it  was  not  so  ready  payment  and  they  were  often  enforced  to  give 
a  penny  for  the  exchange  of  an  angel.”  The  gold  coinage  was  required  for  inter¬ 
national  trade  and  for  a  long  time  after  its  introduction  did  not  serve  as  an  alternative 
to  the  silver  currency.  The  value  of  the  pound  depended  chiefly  on  the  silver  coins 
and  the  gold  coins  were  often  appraised  in  sterling  according  to  their  bullion  contents, 
their  face  value  being  ignored. 

Up  to  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  the  relative  value  of  gold  and  silver  bullion 
had  fluctuated  only  to  a  small  degree.  Further,  little  difficulty  presented  itself  in 
preserving  the  relative  value  of  the  gold  and  silver  coins  according  to  the  price  of 
the  precious  metals  in  the  market,  owing  to  the  gold  coins  constituting  but  a  small 
part  of  the  currency  of  the  kingdom  and  to  the  comparatively  small  extent  of  the 
commerce  with  foreign  countries. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  however,  English  commerce  was 
developing,  wealth  was  increasing,  the  demand  for  money  was  growing  and  large 
quantities  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  were  flowing  into  Europe  from  the  New  World. 
Silver  was  coming  in  far  greater  quantities  than  gold  with  the  result  that  its  value 
in  relation  to  gold  was  depreciating  rapidly.  The  following  table  shows  the  mint 
ratio  of  gold  to  silver  up  to  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century,  obtained  by  comparing 
the  fine  silver  and  gold  contents  of  equal  sterling  values  of  silver  and  gold  coins : — 
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At  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century  the  mint  had  lapsed  into  inactivity  owing 
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to  the  lack  of  bullion  for  coinage.  In  1601  a  Royal  Commission  enquired  into  the 
matter  and  as  the  result  a  new  indenture  was  made  on  29th  July  of  that  year  with 
Sir  Richard  Martin  and  his  son  under  which  the  weights  of  both  gold  and  silver 
coins  were  reduced.  The  angel  of  10s.  in  gold  23c.  3\  gr.  fine  was  coined  at  the 
rate  of  £36  10s.  or  73  angels  to  the  pound  Troy  giving  it  a  weight  of  79  grains,  the 
sovereign  in  22ct.  gold  at  the  rate  of  £33  10s.  to  the  pound  and  the  silver  coins  at 
the  rate  of  62  shillings  to  the  pound,  thus  reducing  the  weight  of  the  penny  to  7.74 
grains.  This  measure  altered  the  ratio  between  gold  and  silver  to  10.8  to  1  and  thus 
moved  it  in  the  wrong  direction.  In  consequence  gold  coins  became  of  greater 
value  abroad  than  in  this  country  and  were  therefore  exported  in  large  numbers. 

James  I  who  had  succeeded  to  the  throne  on  24th  March  1603,  at  the  death  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  gave  his  immediate  attention  to  the  coinage  and  as  a  first  step 
endeavoured  to  equate  the  Scottish  coins  with  the  English.  On  11th  November 
1604  he  made  a  new  indenture  with  Sir  Richard  Martyn  and  his  son  providing  for 
i  a  new  gold  coin  of  20s.  to  be  called  a  unite  and  to  circulate  in  both  countries.  The 
unite  was  struck  in  22  carat  gold  at  the  rate  of  £37  4s.  to  the  pound  Troy,  thus 
giving  it  a  weight  of  154.8  grains  and  was  intended  to  join  the  gold  coinages  of 
England  and  Scotland  as  James  had  united  the  Crowns.  The  new  coin  altered  the 
ratio  between  gold  and  silver  to  12.2  :  1  and,  as  this  was  somewhat  higher  than 
market  prices  justified,  James  increased  the  seignorage  and  minting  charges  to  30s. 
a  pound  so  that  in  fact  the  person  taking  a  pound  of  standard  gold  to  the  mint 
would  receive  only  £35  14s.  in  coin.  The  appreciation  of  gold  in  terms  of  silver 
continued  however  and  in  1611  the  value  of  the  gold  coins  was  increased  by  ten  per 
cent  thus  increasing  the  ratio  to  13.4  :  1.  Subsequently,  owing  to  the  enhancement 
of  the  gold  coins  being  found  inconvenient  “  on  account  of  their  unaptness  for  tale, 
occasioning  fractions  and  perplexities  in  reckoning  ”  new  gold  coins  of  lower  weight 
were  issued,  the  unite  of  20s.  being  now  reduced  to  140.8  grains.  A  further  change 
was  made  in  1619  by  which  the  unite  was  reduced  to  140.5  grains  or  exactly  41  to 
the  pound. 

The  opening  of  the  seventeenth  century,  therefore,  marked  several  important 
changes  which  for  the  next  two  hundred  years  created  grave  difficulties  with  the 
coinage  and  with  the  working  of  the  mint.  The  development  of  English  commerce 
and  the  increasing  wealth  of  the  country  brought  into  use  both  for  overseas  trade 
and  domestic  purposes  much  greater  quantities  of  gold.  During  the  444  years 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  about  £800,000  of  gold  was  brought  to  the  mint  for 
coinage  but  in  the  22  years  of  James  I  £3,666,400  of  gold  was  coined.  Further, 
with  the  circulation  of  gold  and  silver  coins  concurrendy  and  the  influx  into  Europe 
from  the  New  World  of  large  quantities  of  gold  and  silver  in  varying  proportions 
the  difficulties  of  maintaining  a  bi-metallic  system  of  currency  were  added  to  the 
problems  of  the  mint  price  of  the  precious  metals  and  of  clipping  and  other  abuses 
of  the  coinage.  For  it  is  evident  that  if  one  metal  is  undervalued  in  terms  of  the 
other  metal  as  compared  with  valuations  elsewhere  the  metal  which  is  undervalued 
will  be  exported.  Thus  if  gold  coins  valued  at  say  £37  4s.  weighing  one  pound 
Troy  exchanged  at  home  for  silver  coins  of  the  same  value  weighing  twelve  pounds 
Troy  whilst  that  same  weight  of  gold  exchanged  on  the  Continent  for  1 3  pounds  of 
silver  it  is  evident  that  the  gold  coins  would  tend  to  be  exported.  Not  only  so,  but 
silver  would  be  imported  and,  having  been  converted  into  coin  at  the  mint,  would 
be  used  to  buy  up  gold  coins,  which  in  turn  would  be  exported.  The  converse 
process  would,  of  course,  take  place  if  silver  was  undervalued  in  relation  to  gold. 
Thus  on  the  one  hand  gold  would  disappear  from  circulation  and  would  not  be 
brought  to  the  mint  for  coinage  and  on  the  other  silver  would  disappear  and  silver 
coin  become  scarce. 
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These  difficulties  with  the  coinage  continued  until  our  present  system  of  metallic 
coinage  was  established  in  1816. 

The  effect  on  the  mint  of  these  varying  changes  in  the  relationship  between  gold 
and  silver  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  between  1601  and  1611  about  one  and  a 
half  million  pounds  in  silver  was  coined  whereas  from  1612  to  1630  practically  none 
was  struck.  In  1619  a  proposal  was  made,  in  order  to  attract  silver  to  the  mint, 
to  reduce  the  weight  of  the  silver  coins  by  coining  at  the  rate  of  66s.  to  the  pound 
Troy,  thereby  increasing  the  mint  price  of  silver.  A  committee  of  merchants  of 
London  who  were  appointed  to  examine  the  proposal  reported  against  it  on  the 
ground  of 

1 .  The  great  loss  which  the  King,  the  nobility  and  the  gentry  would  suffer 
in  receiving  their  rents  and  incomes. 

2.  Enriching  the  King  of  Spain  “  who  hath  the  Chief  Silver  Mines.” 

3.  “  The  loss  of  the  coming  in  of  gold  and  the  exportation  of  gold.” 

Information  supplied  to  the  Committee  showed  that  during  the  last  seven  years 
of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  the  mint  coined  in  gold  £154,280  and  in  silver 
£844,433  whilst  in  the  seven  years  from  1612  to  1618  the  corresponding  figures 
were  £1,546,309  and  £57,689  respectively. 

One  other  change  which  occurred  at  this  time  was  the  supersession  of  angel  gold 
of  the  ancient  standard  of  23  carats  34  grs.  by  22  carat  or  crown  gold.  The  Scottish 
mint  had  long  used  22  carat  gold  and  the  definite  change-over  of  English  gold  coin 
to  this  standard  dates  from  the  introduction  of  the  unite  in  1604.  During  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,  of  the  £795,138  of  gold  coined  £440,552  was  of  fine  gold  and 
£354,586  was  of  22  carat  standard.  In  James  I’s  reign,  however,  only  £32,094  of 
fine  gold  was  coined  as  compared  with  £3,634,296  in  22  carat  gold.  In  the  reign  of 
Charles  I  the  proportion  was  even  lower  and  subsequently  no  provision  was  made 
for  the  coinage  of  any  gold  other  than  22  carat. 

The  indenture  of  1601  provided  for  silver  being  coined  at  the  rate  of  62s.  to  the 
pound  Troy  thus  giving  the  penny  a  weight  of  7.74  grains,  little  more  than  one- 
sixth  the  weight  of  the  modern  sixpence.  James  I  continued  this  provision  except 
that  instead  of  the  merchant  receiving  from  the  mint  £3  in  coin  in  exchange  for 
one  pound  of  standard  silver  he  now  received  £2  19s.  6d.,  the  difference  of  2s.  6d. 
between  this  figure  and  the  £3  2s.  of  coins  made  from  the  pound  of  silver  being  the 
deduction  of  Is.  4d.  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  mint  for  coinage  and  of  Is.  2d.  for  the 
King’s  profit.  The  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  silver  coins  made  the  coinage  of  the 
smaller  denominations  very  difficult  and  tedious.  The  penny  was  now  reduced  to 
a  coin  about  half-an-inch  in  diameter  while  the  halfpenny  was  little  more  than  a| 
quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  The  greater  expenses  of  coining  these  small  pieces 
automatically  reduced  the  mint-masters’  profits  and  hence  it  was  to  his  interest  to 
limit  the  coinage  as  far  as  possible  to  the  larger  coins.  The  indenture  of  1604, 
therefore,  contained  a  clause  which  ordered  that  in  every  100  pounds  of  coined  silver 
there  should  be  2  pounds  in  half-groats,  14  pounds  in  pence  and  \  pound  in  half¬ 
pence,  the  moneyers  receiving  an  additional  penny  per  pound  for  the  exact  sizing 
of  these  coins.

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THE  FRANKLIN  PRESS  TOKEN  OF  1794.

Questions  on  the  Franklin  Press  Token. 

Is  it  rare  ?  With  a  single  pair  of  dies,  the  order  of  magnitude  of  the  number  coined  might 
have  been  30,0()0  except  that  the  obverse  die  failed  early,  so  perhaps  no  more  than  a  tenth 
of  this  number  was  struck.  Such  a  limited  issue  as  3,000  would  have  a  face  value  as  halfpence 
just  over  6  pounds  sterling  and  w-ould  weigh  a  little  over  50  pounds  avoirdupois.  These 
figures  are,  of  course,  highly  conjectural.  The  token  is  regularly  offered  at  sales  and  may  be 
considered  scarce,  but  not  rare. 

Is  it  a  halfpenny  ?  No  face  value  is  marked  on  the  token.  This  omission  casts  doubt  on 
its  status  as  a  genuine  traders’  token,  since  most  of  them  were  marked  penny,  halfpenny, 
etc.,  without  any  trouble  from  the  counterfeit  laws.  However,  all  observed  contemporary 
and  other  listings  place  the  Franklin  Press  Token  with  the  halfpence.  It  weighs  about  80", 
as  much  as  a  regal  halfpenny  or  l60’o  of  a  regal  farthing.  Could  it  have  been  intended  as 
the  Franklin  Press  farthing  token  ?  Phis  writer  has  concluded  it  was  intended  as  a  light¬ 
weight  halfpenny  token.  Fully  half  the  American  references  call  it  the  Franklin  cent ,  a 
meaningless  and  incorrect  name  so  hallowed  by  habit  that  it  will  doubtless  continue.  This 
misuse  of  the  name  “  cent  ”  goes  back  at  least  as  far  as  the  L.  G.  Parmalee  Descriptive  Catalog 
of  American  Cotns,  Boston,  1873.  English  private  coiners  made  several  copper  coins  for 
circulation  in  Arperica  in  the  1790’s,  which  correctly  announced  themselves  as  “  cents.” 
These  include  the  contemporary  Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  cents  of  1794  issued  in  New  York; 
also,  the  earlier  Washington  President  cents  of  1791,  D.  &  H.  Middlesex  1049  and  1050. 
These  last  are  indexed  in  D.  &  H.  as  “  Halfpence.” 

Did  the  Franklin  Press  Token  Circulate  in  America  ?  A  substantial  fraction  of  the 
specimens  seen  are  somewhat  worn — by  circulation  rather  than  by  cabinet  friction — so  they 
did  circulate  somewhere.  The  cryptic  presence  of  the  word  franklin,  the  printing  press 
and  the  ”  liberal  ”  latin  legend  on  this  copper  piece  all  make  it  seem  to  be  one  of  those  interest¬ 
ing  links  which  tie  the  English  coinage  to  the  early  American  series:  also  the  rare  edge  marking : 
an  asylum  for  the  oppress’d  of  all  nations  points  toward  an  intention  for  use  in  America. 
However,  no  contemporary  or  other  evidence  of  its  circulation  in  America  has  been  found. 
Its  light  weight  would  have  been  as  severe  an  obstacle  to  acceptance  in  America  as  in  England; 
it  weighed  only  58  per  cent  as  much  as  the  U.S.  copper  cents  of  the  same  year  (1794).  The 
promise  to  pay  at  a  location  in  London  seems  to  pretty  well  rule  out  any  intention  to  circulate 
this  coin  in  America.  However,  it  has  appeared  in  American  coin  books  and  handbooks  for 
so  many  years  in  the  “  Miscellaneous  ”  category  of  ”  Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  English- 
American  Colonies  ”  that  such  listing  is  probably  fixed  for  all  time. 

Did  it  circulate  in  England  ?  Craig  relates  that  a  “  commercial  traveller  who  worked  Chester 
carried  fifty  designs  of  tokens  in  his  sample  box,  any  one  of  which  he  could  supply  at  60  per 
cent  of  face  value.”12  The  Franklin  Press  token  may  well  have  been  one  of  them — one  of  the 
more  unpopular  ones  with  prospective  issuers.  Of  course,  the  token  was  of  good  copper, 
about  regal  diameter  and  carried  a  promise  of  redemption  by  a  firm  with  a  reasonable-sounding 
name.  However,  the  light  weight — 80  per  cent  of  legal — was  below  the  minimum  of  89  per 
cent  of  legal  cited  in  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  for  December  1794.  Also,  the  difficult 
Latin  motto  would  not  help  its  popularity,  except  possibly  among  the  literati.  Most  tokens 
intended  for  circulation  were  struck  in  substantially  larger  quantities  than  appears  to  have 
1  been  the  case  with  this  one.  The  absence  of  counterfeits  also  points  in  the  direction  of  un¬ 
popularity  as  a  circulating  medium.  But  it  did  circulate  in  England. 

Was  it  redeemable  ?  The  inscription  on  the  token  states  unequivocally  payable  at  the 
franklin  press  London.  But  was  there  a  firm  in  London  named  or  nicknamed  “  The 
Franklin  Press  ?”  “  Yes,”  say  Dalton  and  Hamer  in  an  unindexed  item  (in  the  section — 

Brief  particulars  respecting  the  Eighteenth  Century  Tokens  connected  with  the  County  of  Middlesex). 
They  cite  an  anonvmous  writer  in  the  English  Magazine  The  Bazaar  without  specifying  the 
date:  “  .  .  .  these  were  issued  by  the  Proprietors  of  Watts  Printing  Office,  known  as  the 
Franklin  Press,  because  Benjamin  Franklin  at  one  time  worked  there  as  a  journeyman  printer 
and  also  as  a  compositor.”  Since  the  first  issue  of  The  Bazaar  was  in  May,  1868,  their  state¬ 
ment  is  by  no  means  contemporary  with  the  token.  No  earlier  use  of  the  name  “  Franklin 
Press  ”  to  identify  Watts’  Printing  Works  has  been  found,  although  the  idea  has  been  copied 
and  rccopied  in  various  publications  since  that  time.  Actually,  as  will  be  developed  below  , 
it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  firm’s  name  “  Watt’s  ”  persisted  so  many  years  after  his  death 
in  1763  or  that  his  business  or  any  other  in  London  was  known  as  “  The  Franklin  Press  ”  in 
1794  Hence,  the  promise  of  redemption  is  very  likely  evasive,  and  we  probably  will  never 
know  the  name  of  the  issuer  of  the  limited  number  which  went  into  circulation. 

1  •  Craif,  Ref  2,  p  254,  for  hulk  sale  of  token*  at  60  per  cent,  of  face 
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Who  manufactured  it  ?  No  direct  evidence  has  been  found.  A  comparison  of  letter-punch 
markings  with  those  on  other  tokens  might  yield  some  information,  but  the  search  would  be 
tedious  and  probably  unrewarding.  Some  further  possibilities  are  worth  considering.  At 
least  fourteen  other  English  tokens  carry  the  same  “  Asylum  ”  edge  marking  which  D.  &  H. 
describe  as  very  rare  for  the  Franklin  Press  token.13  The  names  of  the  coiners  are  known  for 
seven  of  the  fourteen ;  for  six  of  these  seven,  the  coiner  was  William  Lutwyche,  one  of  the 
principal  Birmingham  token  makers  who  supplied  customers  in  all  parts  of  the  United  King¬ 
dom.  Unfortunately,  joint  use  of  an  edge  die  is  not  a  very  good  clue  to  the  manufacturer. 
The  edge  lettering  is  a  separate  manufacturing  operation,  preceding  the  striking  of  the  two 
faces.  A  coiner  often  sold  surplus  edge-marked  blanks  to  another  coiner,  or  he  might  even 
have  sold  a  second-hand  edge  die  for  the  castaing  machine,  used  to  roll  on  the  edge  marking. 14 
However,  the  frequency  with  which  the  “  Asylum  °  edge  marking  turns  up  on  pieces  struck 
by  Lutwyche  seems  quite  significant.  Of  further  significance  is  the  recurrence  of  Lutwyche’s 
name  as  the  coiner  of  a  series  of  tokens  bearing  the  heart-shaped  bale  mark  of  the  East  India 
Company,  similar  or  perhaps  identical  to  the  reverse  of  the  very  rare  Franklin  Press  mule 
described  above.  These  bale-mark  tokens  coined  by  Lutwyche  include  D.  &  H.  Manchester 
128-134,  all  common.  While  the  name  of  the  die  cutter  for  the  Franklin  Press  token  is  too 
speculative  for  discussion,  William  Lutwyche  was  probably  the  coiner. 

To  what  Class  did  the  Franklin  Press  Token  Belong  ?  Most  previous  writers  have  ignored  this 
important  point.  Those  few  who  are  on  record  agree  (by  inference  at  least)  that  the  Franklin 
Press  token  was  a  genuine  traders’  token,  issued  by  Watts  Printing  Works,  London,  where 
Benjamin  Franklin  worked  as  a  young  man.  Despite  this  writer’s  great  reluctance  to  spoil 
a  good  story,  it  has  been  necessary  to  abandon  the  “  genuine  traders’  token  ”  concept  and  sub¬ 
stitute  the  probability  that  the  Franklin  Press  token  was  struck  in  small  quantities  as  an  un¬ 
redeemable  token  for  general  circulation  which,  after  turning  out  to  be  unpopular,  soon 
became  of  interest  mainly  to  contemporary  coin  collectors.  Also,  its  listing  in  all  the  con¬ 
temporary  guidebooks  and  handbooks  made  it  a  “  must  ”  for  collectors.  It  was  more  than 
anything  else  a  collectors’  token. 

Is  the  Printing  Press  on  the  Token  really  the  Franklin  Press  ?  The  representation  on  the 
token  is  stylized.  It  could  be  any  “  printing  press  of  old  style.”  The  use  of  a  printing  press 
for  a  design  harmonized  with  other  token  types  of  the  day,  which  included  such  objects  as 
coin  presses,  looms,  water  wheels,  horse  mills,  plows,  candle  presses  and  the  like.  The 
inscription  “  Franklin  Press  ”  leaves  “  .  .  .  little  doubt  that  the  printing  press  shown  on  the 
obverse  of  the  token  is  meant  for  the  famous  press  at  which  Franklin  worked  when  he  was 
employed  at  Watts’  Printing  Works  in  1725  and  1726. ”15  Therefore,  a  “flash-back”  to 
pick  up  the  history  of  this  old  printing  press  is  next  in  order.

The  Franklin  Press  at  Watts’  Printing  Works,  London. 

Benjamin  Franklin’s  first  stay  in  London  lasted  from  December,  1724,  until  July,  1726, 
when  he  sailed  for  Philadelphia,  age  20.  During  most  of  the  six  months  before  his  return 
he  worked  at  Watts’  Printing  Works,  Wyld  St.,  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields,  London.  Watts  was 
then  48  years  old.  His  death  at  85  in  176316  terminated  his  direction  of  his  printing  house, 
which  was  then  sold  with  its  equipment  to  Edward  Cox  of  Cox  and  Bayliss,17  a  firm  which 
became  Cox  and  Son  (John  Lewis  Cox)  shortly  thereafter.18 

Franklin  almost  certainly  re-visited  the  old  printing  press  some  time  during  his  third  trip 
to  London,  December,  1764,  to  March,  1775.  There  is  great  confusion  on  the  date  and 
apparently  no  contemporary  record;  let  us  use  1768,  when  Franklin  was  62.  The  revisitation 
is  “  almost  certain  ”  because  it  was  like  Franklin  to  have  done  so;  because  the  tradition  existed 
and  was  recorded  on  a  brass  plate  65  years  later  in  1833,  in  a  book  in  1839, 16  and  in  corres¬ 
pondence  in  1841, 19  and  most  importantly  because  the  ancient  press  on  Wyld  Street  was  only 
15  or  20  minutes’  walk  from  Mrs.  Margaret  Stevenson’s  boarding  house,  at  No.  7  (now  No.  36) 
Craven  Street,  where  Franklin  lived  during  the  1 5  years  of  his  second  and  third  trips  to  London. 

Some  time  before  1829 — probably  long  before — Messrs.  Cox  and  Son  moved  their  printing 
firm  to  75  Great  Queen  Street.20  Also  in  1829,  Robert  Harrild  moved  his  printing  business 
(established  40  years  earlier)  to  11,  Great  Distaff  Lane,20  bought  the  Franklin  Press  from 
J.  L.  Cox  and  Sons  and  moved  it  to  “  an  upper  room  in  a  by-lane  of  London  at  some  distance 
from  a  frequented  street.”  Four  years  later,  a  brass  plate  was  mounted  on  the  old  press  to 
tell  its  history,  and  it  was  (according  to  Timperley  in  1839)  “  .  .  .  shown  to  strangers  as  a 
curiosity.”  The  writer  hesitates  to  quote  the  engraving  on  this  plate  due  to  the  numerous 
errors,  but  (with  this  word  of  caution)  reproduces  it: 

“  Dr.  Franklin’s  remarks  relative  to  this  press,  made  when  he  came  to  England  as  agent 
of  the  Massachusetts,  in  the  year  1768.  The  Doctor  at  this  time  visited  the  Printing  office 
of  Mr.  Watts,  of  Wild-street,  Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields,  and  going  up  to  this  particular  Press, 
(afterwards,  in  the  possession  of  Messrs.  Cox  and  Son,  of  Great  Queen-street,  of  whom  it  was 
purchased),  thus  addressed  the  men  who  were  working  at  it:  ‘  Come,  my  friends,  we  will 
drink  together.  It  is  now  forty  years  since  I  worked  like  you  at  this  Press,  as  a  journeyman 
Printer.’  The  Doctor  then  sent  out  for  a  gallon  of  Porter,  and  he  drank  with  them, — ‘  success 
TO  PRINTING.’  ” 

“  From  the  above,  it  will  appear  that  it  is  108  years  since  Dr.  Franklin  worked  at  this 
identical  Press — June  1833. 21 

Timperley  identifies  the  “  men  who  were  working  at  it  ”  as  two  in  number,  so  there  should 
have  been  an  adequate  supply  of  porter.  John  L.  Cox  in  1841,  identified  one  of  the  parti¬ 
cipants  as  a  man  named  Norgrove  in  his  father’s  employ  about  70  years  earlier. 

In  that  same  year  of  1841,  there  appeared  upon  the  English  scene,  a  colorful  character 
named  John  Boyles  Murray  of  New  York  City,  a  rich  man’s  son  preparing  himself  for  a  career 
as  a  capitalist  of  the  old  school.22  From  this  point  on,  the  history  of  the  old  printing  press 
is  quite  clear.  Murray  had  left  Columbia  College  after  his  sophomore  year,  and  had  been 
placed  for  a  year’s  training  at  the  Liverpool  branch  of  the  then  great  London  firm  of  Frederick 
Huth  and  Company.  He  wrote  that  on  a  trip  to  London,  “  In  the  month  of  June  last,  I 
accidentally  learned  that  the  identical  Printing  Press  at  which  Dr.  Franklin  had  worked  in 
London  in  1725-26,  was  still  in  existence  .  .  .  ”19  He  became  absolutely  fascinated  with 
the  idea  of  bringing  this  relic  to  America.  In  the  end,  he  overcame  the  many  obstacles  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  and  brought  it  to  Washington  in  1842.  He  retained  personal  title 
to  the  press,  and  presumably  paid  the  expense  of  its  Atlantic  crossing.  The  American  Philo-

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sophical  Society  at  Philadelphia,  after  several  months’  consideration,  had  refused  this  treasured 
relic  of  their  founder  because  of  certain  conditions  set  forth  by  Murray,  including  a  donation 
to  the  Printers’  Pension  Society  of  London.  Murray  claimed  later  to  have  withdrawn  all 
conditions  and  certainly  planned  to  present  the  press  to  this  organization.23  However,  there 
is  no  record  of  the  offer  without  the  conditions,  and  the  press  was  never  permanently  located 
in  Philadelphia,  despite  a  half  dozen  statements  to  the  contrary  in  the  literature. 

Instead,  in  1842,  it  was  placed  on  semi-permanent  loan  with  The  National  Institute,24 
which  had  been  incorporated  that  year  by  Act  of  Congress.  The  press  was  placed  on  public 
display  in  “  the  largest  room  in  the  United  States  ”25 — the  museum  of  the  newly  completed 
Patent  Office  Building  in  Washington,  D.C.,  along  wTith  national  historical  relics  such  as  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  with  the  Patent  Office’s  own  collection  of  patent  models. 

In  1876,  the  Franklin  Press  was  on  display  at  the  Philadelphia  Centennial  Exhibition, 
from  May  to  November.  The  Franklin  Press  was  a  part  of  the  exhibit  of  R.  Hoe  and  Company, 
a  new  York  manufacturer  of  printing  presses.  After  the  Exhibition,  the  Franklin  Press 
was  returned  to  the  Museum  in  the  Patent  Office  building,  and  it  was  moved  to  The  National 
Museum  of  The  Smithsonian  Institution  in  1883. 24  John  B.  Murray,  wealthy  Wall  Street 
banker,  apparently  retained  ownership  of  the  Franklin  Press  until  his  death  in  1889,  aged  71. 22 
The  Franklin  Press  was  purchased  in  1901  by  the  government. 

England’s  Franklin  Press  may  be  viewed  today  as  a  treasured  relic  in  the  Division  of 
History  at  The  Smithsonian  Institution,  a  United  States  Government  instrumentality  at 
Washington,  originally  endowed  by  an  Englishman  of  great  wealth.  The  writer  believes  it  is 
actually  the  printing  press  at  which  Franklin  worked  in  London,  but  is  quick  to  grant  that 
proving  it  would  be  a  terrific  assignment.  It  is  equally  easy  to  believe  it  was  the  model — 
or  at  least  the  idealogical  concept — used  by  the  die  engraver  for  the  Franklin  Press  token.

ON  SOME  FOLLES  OF  HERACLIUS  AND  THE  LOCATION 

OF  GEORGE  OF  PISIDIA’S  nYAAi. 

By  John  R.  Phillips. 

In  the  British  Museum  Catalogue  of  Imperial  Byzantine  Coins  we  find  some 
40  nummia  pieces  attributed  to  the  mint  of  Alexandria  in  Egypt.  Wroth  quotes 
these  coins  from  the  Photiades  Catalogue,  and  from  a  specimen  published  in  Rev. 
Num.  (1893):  they  are  dated  years  XIII  and  XIIII.  In  his  introduction  Wroth 
remarks  that  they  fall  strangely  into  the  period  of  Persian  rule.  This  is  a  serious 
objection  to  the  mint  place  being  Egyptian  Alexandria,  but  I  think  two  other  reasons 
can  be  adduced  for  assigning  them  elsewhere. 

(1)  Peculiarity  of  the  mint  signature.  The  exergual  inscription  on  the  reverse  is 
AAC^ANA,  whereas  all  the  Egyptian  mintages  from  the  time  of  Justinian  to  the 
Arab  conquest  are  unanimous  in  slight  variations  of  AA€5-  N.B. — the  form  A> 
while  A  is  found  chiefly  on  coins  of  the  Imperial  and  Asiatic  mints. 
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(2)  Exceptional  denomination.  The  monetary  system  of  Egypt  differs  from  that 
of  the  rest  of  the  Empire.  The  largest  coin  (with  the  exception  of  a  brief  issue  of 
33  nummia  pieces  by  Justinian)  is  the  \  g,  12  nummia;  and  in  the  reign  of  Heraclius 
these  are  often  thick,  globular  coins  of  a  weight  comparable  with  the  Imperial  folles. 
The  reason  for  an  Egyptian  issue  of  40  nummia  coins  would  be  exceedingly  difficult 
to  explain,  and  is  anomalous  to  the  sequence  of  issues  there. 

I  think  it  is  of  some  significance  that  the  date  of  these  enigmatic  folles  covers 
the  period  of  the  first  Persian  campaign  of  Heraclius.  The  literary  source  for  the 
historian  of  the  campaign  is  George  of  Pisidia’s  “  The  Persian  Expedition,”  which 
relates  how  the  Emperor  left  Constantinople  by  sea,  and,  after  exhibiting  his  herosim 
in  a  storm,  landed  and  pitched  his  camp  at  the  “  Pylae.”  Gibbon  confidently  read 
this  to  mean  that  he  had  coasted  round  the  south  of  Asia  Minor  and  established 
himself  at  “  the  Pylee  ”  on  the  Bay  of  Issus.  This  interpretation  was  universally 
accepted,  even  by  Drapeyron  who,  for  the  purposes  of  his  book  on  Heraclius  had 
subjected  the  writings  of  George  to  a  minute  scrutiny.  Bury,  too  (though  he 
criticises  Drapeyron  for  too  literal  a  dependence  on  the  letter  of  George:  “  Later 
Rom.  Emp.”  ii,  p.  225  n.),  in  his  account  of  the  six  campaigns,  follows  the  old 
reading.  Modern  scholars,  however,  largely  agree  with  Tafel  who  demonstrated 
that  the  location  of  Pylae  must  be  the  place  on  the  southern  side  of  the  Bay  of 
Nicomedia — at  no  great  distance  from  Constantinople.  Such  an  interpretation 
gives  an  entirely  different  aspect  to  the  Emperor’s  first  campaign  which  must,  on 
this  view,  have  commenced  with  a  trans-Anatolian  foot-slog.  It  seems  also  to  make 
nonsense  of  Bury’s  account  (op.  cit.,  ii,  p.  227  et  seq.). 

We  have  to  thank  the  infuriating  obscurity  of  George’s  language  for  these  con¬ 
fusions,  and  it  seems  doubtful  if  more  definitive  readings  will  ever  emerge  from 
what  Gibbon  calls  his  “  smoke  for,  as  Finlay  acidly  remarked,  “  It  would  per¬ 
haps  be  difficult,  in  the  whole  range  of  literature,  to  point  to  poetry  which  conveys 
less  information  on  the  subject  which  he  pretends  to  celebrate  ...” 

I  here  propose  to  be  rash  enough  to  surmise  that  some  countenance  could  be 
restored  to  the  reading  of  the  older  historians  if  it  were  demonstable  that  the  folles 
of  years  13  and  14  with  mint  signature  were  struck  at  Alexandretta 

(Iskanderun)  on  the  Bay  of  Issus.  An  ephemeral  bronze  issue  at  that  city  for  the 
period  of  the  first  Persian  campaign  would  make  some  sense  if  we  assumed  that 
there  was  a  pressing  local  need  for  small  change  occasioned  by  the  presence  of  an 
Imperial  army.  In  any  event,  I  do  not  think  such  a  conjecture  can  be  dismissed 
if  we  bear  in  mind  the  difficulties  of  assigning  these  folles  to  the  Egyptian  city. # 
Other  small  Provincial  issues  in  this  area,  all  of  bronze  folles,  are  known  under 
Heraclius  at  Antioch  (616-617),  Isaura  (617-618),  and,  later,  Constantia  in  Cyprus 
(626-628):  possibly  these  are  connected  with  military  excursions  not  otherwise 
known  to  history  ?

FACTS  and  FIGURES  for  1954. 

Early  in  1956  H.M.  Stationery  Office  published  the  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  of  the 
Royal  Mint  for  1954,  and  though  we  inserted  a  brief  notice  in  our  April  Bulletin  we  did  not  give 
our  usual  summary  of  some  of  the  more  interesting  features  of  the  Report,  and  we  now  make 
good  this  omission.  We  can  supply  this  Royal  Mint  Report  for  1954  at  4/-,  postage  4d  extra. 

It  was  the  publication  this  week  of  the  1955  report  that  has  made  us  think  of  our  omission, 
and  in  next  month’s  Bulletin  we  will  give  a  resume  for  that  year.  We  can  now  also  supply  the 
Royal  Mint  Report  for  1955  at  5/-,  postage  4d  extra. 

Coins  Issued.  During  1954  the  striking  of  U.K.  cupro-nickel  was  11,614,953  halfcrowns, 
13,085,422  florins,  57,033,767  shillings  and  105,241,150  sixpences.  £4.7  millions  of  this  was 
to  replace  silver  coin  withdrawn  and  £3.5  for  expansion  in  the  coinage  circulation,  entirely  in 
shillings  and  sixpences.  In  1947-1952  70%  of  the  coins  issued  were  halfcrowns  and  florins 
whereas  in  1953-4  70%  were  shillings  and  sixpences  of  which  41%  were  the  former,  the  ^ 
reason,  of  course,  for  the  preponderance  of  shillings  is  the  greater  number  required  for  electric  ^ 
and  gas  meters.  From  observations  of  our  own  till  we  could  do  with  at  least  three  times 
as  many  shillings  as  we  get  from  the  bank  and  the  number  of  sixpences  could  be  reduced  by  at 
least  two-thirds. 

Coins  in  Circulation.  The  break  up  of  the  5,848,600,000  coins  in  circulation  in  the  U.K. 
today  is  interesting.  They  are  (in  millions):  crowns  8.4,  halfcrowns  370.4,  florins  402.9, 
shillings  705.4,  sixpences  929.3,  threepences  74.2,  Ni-brass  threepences  535.2,  pennies 
1,692.4,  halfpennies,  888.6,  farthings  241.8.  Of  these,  the  crowns  and  silver  threepences  are 
mostly  hoarded  as  one  seldom  sees  them  in  circulation  today. 

British  Honduras.  The  first  coins  for  this  colony  with  Her  Majesty’s  effigy  were  cu.-ni. 

50  cents  and  bronze  cents. 

British  East  Africa.  Fifty  cents  (cu.-ni.)  were  struck  with  Her  Majesty’s  effigy  dated  1954, 
and  bronze  one  cents  with  Her  Majesty’s  name.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  crown  on  this 
piece  has  been  changed  from  the  Tudor  to  St.  Edward’s. 

British  West  Africa.  The  first  piece  with  Her  Majesty’s  name  was  issued :  the  bronze  one- 
tenth  penny.  This  is  one  of  the  countries  for  which  coins  were  struck  of  date  other  than  the 
current  year,  namely  pennies  of  1952.  We  must  congratulate  the  Royal  Mint  on  giving  this 
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information  “  Date  on  Coin  ”  as  it  makes  these  present  day  lists  of  strikings  of  so  much  more 
value  to  the  numismatist.  In  the  past  without  this  date  column  it  has  caused  numismatic 
writers  to  assume  coins  of  certain  dates  were  issued  when,  in  fact,  they  were  not. 

Fiji.  The  first  cu.-ni.  pennies  and  halfpennies  bearing  Her  Majesty’s  name  were  struck. 
These  again  show  St.  Edward’s  crown  in  place  of  the  Tudor. 

Jersey.  720,000  copper  pennies  were  struck  with  Her  Majesty’s  portrait  and  for  the  first 
time  the  obverse  legend  is  English  instead  of  Latin.  These  pieces  are  not  dated  with  the  year  of 
issue  but  have  the  1945  “  Liberation  ”  reverse. 

Malaya  and  British  Borneo.  Two  more  denominations  were  struck  with  Her  Majesty’s 
portrait,  namely  the  fifty  and  twenty  cents.  The  former  is  a  new  denomination,  the  last 
comparable  piece  being  the  half-dollar  of  the  Straits  Settlement  in  1921. 

Mauritius.  The  first  coins  of  the  present  reign,  a  quarter  of  a  million  ten  cents  of  1954, 
were  struck  with  Her  Majesty’s  effigy. 

Maria  Theresa  Thalers.  Over  2\  million  of  these  pieces  still  with  the  date  1780  were 
struck  in  silver  to  the  order  of  various  firms. 

Seychelles.  The  rupee,  half-rupee  and  25  cents  were  struck  in  cupro-nickel  for  the 
'first  time  and  bore  Her  Majesty’s  effigy. 

Southern  Rhodesia.  Cupro-nickel  halfcrowns  and  florins  were  struck  dated  1954  with 
Her  Majesty’s  effigy,  as  well  as  bronze  pennies  and  halfpennies.  They  were  also  the  last  coins 
under  its  old  name  struck  for  this  dominion  owing  to  the  recent  federation  with  Northern 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland. 

Queen’s  Police  and  Fire  Service  Medals.  The  King’s  Police  medal  has  now  been 
split  into  four  separate  awards.  The  Queen’s  Police  Medal  awarded  for  Gallantry  and  another 
for  Distinguished  Service,  the  Queen’s  Fire  Service  Medal  for  Gallantry  and  another  for 
Distinguished  Service.  The  two  Gallantry  ones  are  the  same  but  have  a  different  ribbon,  the 
police  medal  continues  to  use  blue,  silver  and  red,  but  the  fire  medal  has  a  new  ribbon,  red, 
yellow  and  blue.  The  Distinguished  Services  Medals  have  the  appropriate  legend,  and 
ribbons  blue  and  silver  for  the  police  and  yellow  and  red  for  the  fire  service. 

Platinum  Medal.  1005  small  medallions  weighing  J  ounce  were  struck  in  platinum  to 
commemorate  the  platinum  jubilee  of  H.H.  the  Aga  Khan  and  bear  his  portrait. 

New  Clasps.  Singapore  for  Efficiency  Decoration  and  bomb  and  mine  clearance  1945- 
1953  for  the  N.G.S. 

Die  Life.  Today  the  life  of  obverse  dies  is  still  less  than  that  of  reverse  dies  but  the  difference 
is  only  2%.  The  average  number  of  pieces  struck  by  a  pair  of  dies  in  1954  was  82,075.  The 
total  number  of  dies  used  was  12,329,  but  the  total  of  matrices,  punches  and  dies  made  was  over 
14,000. 

Medals  Issued.  During  1954  the  Mint  issued  66,443  medals,  these  included  1041  N.G.S., 
20,623  A.G.S.,  9,776  Korea.

THOMSON,  J.  D.  A.  Inventory  of  British  Coin  Hoards,  A.D.  600-1500.  Royal 
Numismatic  Society  Special  Publication  No.  1.  London ,  1956.  165  pp.  +  xlix,  xxv  plates,  2 
maps.  Cloth,  35/-. 

This  monograph  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  numismatic  publications  sponsored  by  the  Royal 
Numismatic  Society,  and  is  one  that  will  be  warmly  welcomed  by  students  of  the  early  coinage 
of  the  British  Isles  who,  until  now,  have  been  handicapped  by  the  absence  of  a  correlated 
account  of  coin  hoards.  Nearly  four  hundred  hoards  are  catalogued. 

Owing  to  the  difficulties  of  a  chronological  arrangement  the  author  has  listed  the  hoards  in 
alphabetical  order  of  place-names,  but  this  is  supplemented  by  an  index  of  hoards  arranged  by 
centuries  :  indexes  of  rulers,  mints  and  authors  are  also  provided.  In  his  introduction  Mr. 
Thompson  has  attempted  a  brief  analysis  of  the  hoards,  suggesting  reasons  for  the  geographical 
distribution  of  the  various  series  of  coins.  It  seems  doubtful  whether  a  correct  assessment 
can  yet  be  made  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  economic  and  political  factors  which  led  to  the 
depositing  of  hoards.  We  are  still  ignorant  of  the  extent  to  which  coins  circulated  as  day-to-day 
currency  in  the  early  Middle  Ages  :  few  coins  before  the  1 2th  century  show  much  trace  of  wear, 
the  imperfections  being  rather  the  result  of  faulty  striking.  Was  much  of  the  coinage  manu¬ 
factured  specifically  for  the  payment  of  taxes  and  tribute  and  then  used  as  bullion  rather  than 
coinage  as  we  understand  the  term  today  ? 

How  many  of  the  hoards  in  Ireland  and  the  North-West  were  hoards  of  traders,  how  much 
was  pirate  booty  ?  Does  a  proportion  of  coins  from  Anglo-Saxon  hoards  originate  from  lands 
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beyond  the  Saxons  kingdoms — even  though  they  bear  the  names  of  Saxon  kings  ?  Why  do  so 
many  Edwardian  hoards  come  from  North  of  the  Border  ?  And  that  intriguing  problem — 
why  are  some  coins  so  rare  ?  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  questions  which  spring  to  mind  after 
an  initial  perusal  of  Mr.  Thompson’s  book. 

Inevitably  there  are  some  omissions  from  a  work  of  this  nature,  but  at  least  a  good  start  has 
been  made  on  the  scientific  appraisal  of  our  British  hoards.  More  distribution  maps  would  have 
been  valuable,  but  the  basic  information  is  now  available  upon  which  others  can  work.  The 
plates  of  jewellery  and  bullion  that  have  been  found  with  coins  in  early  hoards  demonstrate 
how  numismatics  can  be  of  great  value  in  dating  other  material. 

Most  important  of  all,  this  book  may  do  much  to  publicise  the  necessity  for  detailed  and 
accurate  reports  of  all  coin  hoards  that  come  to  light.  Only  those  who  have  been  engaged  on 
historical  research  of  one  sort  or  another  can  appreciate  the  frustration  felt  by  the  investigator 
who  is  faced  with  an  incomplete  or  inaccurate  account  of  what  may  have  been  a  vitally  important 
hoard,  or,  as  is  so  often  the  case,  a  total  absence  of  any  information  at  all. — P.  J.  S.

find  strange  effects  of  it  for  good  in  freedome  of  breathing,  &c.  as  1  have  done;'  if  you  lye  wth 
it  in  your  mouth  wth  out  yr  teeth,  as  I  doe,  viz.  in  one  side  between  your  cheeke  and  gumms, 
and  so  turning  it  sometimes  on  one  side,  somethimes  on  ye  other.”  [Letter  of  22nd  Sep¬ 
tember,  1665,  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Everyman  edition  of  Defoe’s  “A  Journal  of  the 
Plague  Year  ”].

The  Beauty  of  Bohemian  Coins — An  appreciation  of  Krasa  Ceske  Mince  (see  Publi¬ 
cations  Received,  Bulletin,  October,  1956). 

This  slender  volume  by  Mrs.  E.  Nohejlova-Pratova,  published  at  Orbis,  Prague,  1955, 
and  very  beautifully  illustrated  by  Josef  Neruda,  gives  the  reader  who  understands  Czech  a 
short  but  fairly  comprehensive  account  of  the  coinage,  struck  from  the  reign  of  Boleslav  I 
(929  a.d.)  up  to  1857  when  the  last  Bohemian  mint  was  closed  in  Prague,  due  to  the  political 
conditions  under  the  Habsburg  dynasty.  Only  after  the  restoration  of  the  Czech  state  in  its 
revived  form  as  the  Czechoslovak  Republic  under  T.  G.  Masaryk  was  the  production  of  coins 
renewed,  but  the  modern  coinage  cannot  be  called  Bohemian  because  it  is  not  struck  in 
Bohemia  only  but  also  in  mints  outside  Bohemia  and  the  term  Czechoslovak  would  have  to 
be  used  if  one  wants  to  be  historically  and  numismatically  correct. 
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During  the  period  of  about  900  years,  and  in  particular,  at  the  era  of  the  dollar  (thaler) 
coinage,  the  main  mints  were  in  Prague,  Kutna  Hora  (Kuttenberg),  Jachymov  (Joachimsthal) 
the  famous  spa  where  uranium  has  been  found,  and  Budweis;  but  the  author  also  mentions 
mints  in  Moravia  and  Slovakia.  It  is  a  merit  of  the  author,  which  cannot  be  too  highly 
appreciated,  that  she  mentions  without  any  prejudice  the  many  very  famous  private  minting 
prerogatives  of  aristocrats  such  as  the  Rozemberks,  Valdstejn  (Albert  Wallenstein),  the 
Liechtensteins  and  many  more.  The  Bohemian  coins,  some  of  which  are  illustrated  in 
unusually  beautiful  and  even  more  unusually  big  enlargements,  project  not  so  much  the 
specific  political  conditions  under  which  they  were  struck  but  rather  the  result  of  the  general 
historic  circumstances  of  their  time.  Plate  10,  for  instance,  which  depicts  a  crude  portrait 
of  Vratislav  II  reminds  us  of  Henry  Ill’s  silver  pennies,  whilst  Plate  1 1,  an  enlarged  illustration 
of  a  denarius  of  Borivoj  (12th  century)  shows  a  horseman  with  a  pointed  helm  riding  to  the 
right  which  calls  our  mind  to  a  similar  silver  penny,  that  of  the  Yorkshire  nobleman  Robert 
de  Stuteville  who  coincidently  also  lived  in  the  12th  century. 

If  one  compares  the  beautifully  executed  Austro-Bohemian  coins  with  the  modern  Czecho¬ 
slovak  coinage  one  cannot  help  wondering  what  has  become  of  the  artistic  mind  in  this  age  of 
so-called  progress. — Dr.  A.  D.  Heller.

SOME  NOTES  ON  WAR  MEDALS— 2. 

By  Alec  A.  Purves.

Turkish  Medal  for  Acre ,  1840.  This  medal  was  given  in  1842  to  the  crews  of  most 
of  the  ships  who  later  received  the  N.G.S.  with  the  Syria  bar.  It  was  issued  unnamed, 
although  sometimes  it  is  found  engraved.  These  are  usually  the  silver  or  gold  medals, 
and  the  naming  may  have  been  done  by  some  of  the  naval  outfitters  (such  as  Gieves) 
for  their  clients.  There  was  no  issue  of  bronze-gilt  or  silver-gilt  medals,  and  such 
examples  have  been  gilded  privately.  Several  dies  exist,  and  since  some  of  them  are 
of  much  better  workmanship  than  others,  it  is  possible  that  they  may  have  been  made 
in  England  to  replace  the  somewhat  crude  originals,  as  was  done  for  the  Turkish 
Crimea  medal.  The  ribbon  for  all  three  grades  of  the  medal  is  the  same — red  with 
narrow  white  edges,  although  a  number  of  writers  and  ribbon  collectors  seem  to  have 
allocated  different  shades  of  red  and  pink  to  each  medal.  Although  one  often  finds  a 
modern  pink  ribbon,  usually  watered,  this  almost  certainly  originated  through  a  manu¬ 
facturer  copying  the  very  faded  red  of  an  old  piece  of  ribbon.  It  is  difficult  to  be 
certain  of  the  exact  shade  of  the  original,  but  I  have  a  group  of  three  medals — N.G.S. 
(Syria)  with  undoubtedly  the  original  ribbon  as  issued  ;  Arctic  medal,  also  with 
original  corded-edge  ribbon,  and  the  Acre  medal  with  a  ribbon  of  apparently  the 
same  vintage  as  the  other  two,  and  this  is  a  deep  cherry-red  (which  could  well  fade  to 
pink  if  exposed  to  the  light  for  some  years)  ;  it  is  unwatered,  and  almost  certainly 
contemporary.  The  last  two  medals  are  engraved  in  identical  style,  and  as  they  came 
from  the  recipient’s  descendants,  it  is  unlikely  that  they  have  been  tampered  with 
during  the  last  100  years  or  so. 

Certainly  different  widths  of  the  ribbon  exist,  to  go  with  the  different  types  of 
suspension  ;  the  originals  seem  to  have  been  pierced  and  two  rings  fitted  ;  some  have 
a  single  ring  soldered  on,  while  others  have  a  plain  or  ornate  bar  suspender,  with  or 
without  a  swivelling  screw. 
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Ghuznee  Medal ,  1839.  This  was  issued  unnamed,  but  many  were  named 
either  in  the  field  of  the  rev.  or  on  the  edge,  engraved  in  various  styles.  Since  quite  a 
number  exist  in  each  of  several  styles,  it  seems  likely  that  each  regiment  (or  squadron) 
had  a  batch  of  medals  named  by  a  silversmith  at  one  time,  hence  the  same  style  of 
lettering.  Generally  speaking,  collectors  seem  to  prefer  those  named  in  the  rev . 
field. 


Brass  hooks  on  Gwalior.  Stars . 


Gwalior  Stars  ( Punniar  or  Maharajpoor),  1843.  These  bronze  stars,  usually  seen 
with  the  mis-named  “  rainbow  ”  ribbon  (actually  red-white-yellow-white-blue, 
merged  and  watered),  have  a  few  peculiar  features.  A  higher  value  attaches  to  speci¬ 
mens  with  the  original  brass  hook  at  the  back  (for  fixing  in  the  tunic,  apparently 
without  ribbon).  Stars  exist  with  a  brass  hook  which  is  not  genuine,  having  been 
substituted  for  the  suspender  which  itself  replaced  the  original  hook.  The  latter  was 
of  rather  heavy  brass  strip,  wider  and  thicker  than  most  of  the  false  ones,  with  the 
outer  surface  somewhat  rounded  (Fig.  8).  Stars  with  hooks  often  have  the  ribbon 
through  a  ring,  with  the  hook  flattened  down  to  prevent  the  ring  coming  off  ;  medals 
fitted  with  a  suspender  may  have  a  bar  similar  to  the  Afghan  1842  medals,  with  two 
lugs  and  a  screw  or  bar  to  connect  with  a  ring  on  the  star  ;  fancy  fittings  also  exist, 
with  silver  oriental  swords  and  a  crown,  or  other  decorative  designs.  Naming  is 
engraved  in  running  script,  and  quite  a  number  of  unnamed  native  stars  have  been 
engraved  with  British  names  and  regiments.  The  style  follows  the  genuine  naming, 
but  is  often  more  lightly  incised,  and  is  frequently  found  on  a  medal  with  an  imitation 
“  original  hook.” 

Naval  L.S.  &  G.C.  lsr  Issue ,  1831  (. Anchor  type).  These  medals  were  pierced  for 
two-rings  suspension,  but  sometimes  a  bar  suspender  was  privately  fitted.  On  many 
medals  a  curious  die-flaw  or  crack  is  noticeable  in  lesser  or  greater  degree,  from  a 
short  irregular  ridge  of  metal  (from  the  edge,  between  e  and  R  of  service ,  extending  to 
just  beyond  the  row  of  dots),  to  a  series  of  such  die-cracks,  including  a  wavy  line  in 
the  south-west  sector  (from  n-g  of  long  to  the  T  of  conduct)  and  a  line  through  the 
base  of  /or,  with  branches  to  the  rim  and  through  the  circle  of  dots.  Examples  also 
exist  with  the  reverse  inverted,  but  the  flaws  are  still  visible  between  the  same  letters. 

Naming  is  engraved,  in  centre  of  rev.  Although  some  variations  exist,  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  the  usual  style  : — recipient’s  name,  in  block  capitals,  is  curved  parallel  to 
the  circle  of  dots,  and  j  is  often  engraved  as  I  ;  the  rating  is  in  italics,  in  one  or  two 
straight  lines,  frequently  with  a  flourish  in  the  small  space  above  ;  the  name  of  the 
ship  (or  depot)  is  in  two  lines  of  capitals  (h.m.s.  in  double  lining)  ;  length  of  service 
below,  in  italic  figures  and  Years  usually  in  sloping  hand  but  sometimes  in  italics. 

Naval  L.S.  &  G.C. ,  2nd  Issue ,  1848  ( Queen's  head  and  frigate)  ;  zvide  suspender. 
A  very  few  of  this  issue  had  the  date,  1848,  below  the  bust,  but  otherwise  the  medal 
is  the  same  as  the  third  issue  (normal  width  suspender).  Naming,  however,  is  en¬ 
graved  in  block  capitals,  blackened,  with  the  number  of  years’  service  at  the  end. 
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Sometimes  (probably  in  the  earlier  medals)  the  word  Yrs.  is  in  sloping  running 
hand,  as  in  the  anchor  type,  but  others  have  it  in  upright  capitals. 

Many  of  the  recipients  of  these  first  two  types  of  L.S.  &  G.C.  medals  also  had 
the  N.G.S.  (generally  with  the  later  bars)  and/or  the  China  1842  medals,  and  it  is 
worth  while  keeping  a  note  of  the  names  on  your  medals,  in  case  you  spot  others  to 
the  same  man. 

Naval  L.S.  &  G.C. ,  3rd  Issue  (as  above ,  but  with  normal  suspender).  I  have  looked 
in  many  medal  books,  but  can  find  no  reference  to  the  date  when  this  type  of  sus¬ 
pender  was  introduced,  and  should  welcome  any  authoritative  information.  It  is 
possible  that  it  may  have  been  in  1860,  when  a  revision  of  conditions  took  place, 
especially  as  the  impressed  naming  is  in  taller,  lighter  capitals  than  those  of  the 
N.G.S.,  Crimean  and  Mutiny  medals.  Since  this  medal  continued  unaltered,  with 
the  same  naming,  until  the  Edward  VII  type  came  in,  the  letter  punches  vary 
slightly  over  the  years.  Forged  lettering  does  exist,  slightly  irregular  in  lining  and 
spacing,  but  must  have  been  for  re-naming  replacement  medals,  as  nobody  would 
want  to  forge  this,  one  of  the  commonest  of  silver  medals,  to  deceive  collectors.

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Royal  N.S.  Ordinary  Meeting,  Wednesday  I 
21st  November,  1956,  Christopher  Blunt, 
President,  in  the  chair. 

Derek  F.  Allen  read  a  paper  on  the  coins  of 
the  Brigantes,  the  Coritani  and  the  Dobunni. 

Bath  and  Bristol  N.S.  At  the  November 
meeting  F.  E.  Baker,  of  the  Oxford  Numis¬ 
matic  Society,  gave  a  talk  on  “  Coin  Weights.” 

Mr.  Baker  explained  that  these  were 
introduced  as  a  precaution  against  clipping 
and  a  safeguard  against  forgery.  The  earliest 
reference  to  an  English  coin  weight  occurs 
during  John’s  reign  but  the  earliest  known 
specimens  date  from  Henry  III.  At  first 
weights  were  mainly  square  in  shape  but  from 
the  time  of  Charles  I  they  are  usually  round. 
Countermarks  were  introduced  under  George 
III  as  a  guarantee  of  correct  weight  and 
during  this  reign  weights  were  made  for 
checking  the  numerous  foreign  coins  which 
circulated  in  Britain  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Baker  illustrated  his  talk  with  a  display 
of  coin  weights  from  his  own  collection  and  he 
also  showed  examples  of  such  literature  on 
coin  weights  as  is  available. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  Four  papers  read 
by  members  of  the  Society,  on  widely  con¬ 
trasted  subjects,  provided  the  programme  for 
the  December  meeting  of  the  C.N.S. 

A.  A.  Purves  read  the  first  paper  in  which 
he  presented  a  brief  study  of  the  coins  struck 
at  Norwich  during  the  three  periods  of 
minting  there.  Details  of  many  of  the  coins 
struck  were  given  and  of  particular  interest 
was  the  fact  that  the  location  of  the  mint 
established  during  the  reign  of  William  III 
has  recently  been  brought  to  light.  Commander 
A.  L.  Craig- Jeffreys  then  read  a  paper  on  the 
Coins  and  Tokens  of  the  Isle  of  Man.  On  a 


I  historical  and  political  background  of  the 
Island,  the  various  coin  and  token  issues  were 
added,  and  a  large  number  of  interesting  facts 
were  recorded. 

The  way  in  which  buildings  of  various  kinds 
have  been  used  as  coin  types,  from  early  Greek 
times  onwards,  provided  the  introduction  to 
J.  G.  Pollard’s  study  of  Architecture  and 
Medallions  of  the  Italian  Renaissance  period. 
The  larger  flans  of  the  medallions  provided 
the  engravers  wider  scope  for  the  engraving 
of  real  copies  of  many  buildings  and  in  true 
perspective,  rather  than  the  representational 
copies  on  the  earlier  coins.  Many  actual 
examples  of  the  art  of  the  medallists  were 
quoted.  Finally  C.  H.  Roads  spoke  on 
Numismatics  and  Guns.  Many  connections 
between  coins  and  medals  on  one  hand,  and 
weapons  on  the  other,  were  mentioned  in  the 
paper,  these  being  far  more  numerous  than 
might  at  first  have  been  thought  to  be  in  the 
case. 

Mr.  Pollard’s  paper  was  illustrated  by 
photographs,  but  the  others  were  fully 
backed  by  exhibitions  of  coins,  medals,  and 
tokens,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  last  paper,  by 
several  differing  types  of  firearms  of  various 
periods — an  unusual  sight  at  a  meeting  of  a 
numismatic  society. 

Cheltenham  N.S.  The  Society  once  again 
exhibited  at  the  Annual  Hobbies’  Exhibition 
held  in  Cheltenham  Town  Hall  at  the  end  of 
September. 

The  exhibit  this  year  showed  most  of  the 
known  metals  that  have  been  utilized  for  the 
purpose  of  coinage  during  the  past  2,700  years. 
Some  nineteen  metals,  varying  from  the  rare 
electrum,  platinum  and  tin  down  to  cupro¬ 
nickel  and  the  aluminium  alloys  of  modern 
“  token  ”  coinages,  were  shown. 
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In  early  times  the  choice  of  metal  used  was 
very  largely  determined  by  the  available  local 
material,  and  it  was  not  until  a  much  later 
stage  that  durability  became  a  prime  factor  in 
the  production  of  coins.  In  recent  times  the 
rising  prices  of  such  metals  as  silver  and  copper 
have  led  to  successive  stages  of  debasement  and 
ultimately  to  the  introduction  of  coinages  of 
such  alloys  as  cupro-nickel,  nickel-brass, 
aluminium  and  aluminium-bronze. 

Included  among  the  specimens  shown  were  :- 
an  electum  50  litra  piece  of  Syracuse  of  the 
period  357-317  b.c.  (electrum  is  a  natural 
alloy  of  gold  and  silver),  a  Russian  3  rouble 
piece  dated  1843  in  platinum,  gold  and  silver 
coins  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  a  silver 
double-scudo  of  the  Republic  of  Genoa  struck 
in  1692,  and  a  copper  1  daler  “  Plate  Money  ” 
piece  issued  by  Charles  III  of  Sweden 
(dated  1716  and  counterstruck  1718)  weighing 
nearly  1  lb.  11  ozs.  There  were  also  four 
coins  of  the  Ancient  Britons.  All  specimens 
shown  were  from  the  collections  of  members 
of  the  Society. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  N.S. 

The  Society  held  its  third  meeting  of  the 
present  session  on  Thursday,  November  8th. 

The  Speaker  for  the  evening  was  the 
Society’s  Secretary,  Norman  Haslam,  and  his 
subject  was  “  The  Four-penny  Silver  Coinage 
of  Great  Britain.”  From  Edward  the  3rd’s 
time  until  Charles  the  2nd,  Mr.  Haslam 
informed  the  well  attended  meeting,  the 
groat  had  served  the  nation  as  a  small  and 
convenient  coin,  but  had  from  1227  de¬ 
teriorated  both  in  design,  purity  and  weight. 
Then  there  was  a  gap  of  150  years  before  the 
four  penny  piece  was  restored  in  the  second 
last  year  of  William  the  4th’s  reign  when 
it  made  its  re-appearance  with  its  Britannia 
reverse  and  with  a  weight  of  just  over  29 
grains  against  that  of  Edward’s  groat  of  89 
grains.  Why  was  this  coin  immediately 
christened  “  the  Joey  ”  asked  the  speaker. 
Explaining  this  numismatic  nickname  it  must 
be  mentioned  that  the  Hackney  Authority  of 
London  had  in  1835  reduced  their  charge 
from  1/-  to  8d  per  mile  and  that  many 
hirers  must  have  been  inconvenienced  and 
annoyed  when  the  jehu  of  the  “  growler  ” 
never  seemed  to  have  adequate  change. 
Not  the  least  to  be  annoyed  was  one  Joseph 
Hume,  M.P.  for  Montrose.  Joseph  Hume 
(1777-1855)  was  a  leading  Radical  politician, 
was  a  Member  of  Parliament  for  40  years, 
reputedly  the  most  frequent  and  worst 
speaker  of  his  time.  In  his  personal  expendi¬ 
ture  it  is  said  “  he  was  most  careful.”  The  new 
silver  recoinage  of  1818  was  well  established 
and  when  attention  was  given  to  the  gap  which 
had  existed  for  so  many  years  between  the 
sixpence  and  the  penny,  Hume  championed 
the  suggestion  that  the  ideal  small  coin  to  fill 
this  gap  was  the  re-introduction  of  the  four 
penny  piece.  That  the  name  Joey  became 
synonymous  with  fourpence  is  demonstrated 


by  the  fact  that  joey  glasses  were  popular  in 
alehouses,  taverns  and  coaching  stages,  these 
were  large  but  thick  glasses  holding  but  a 
small  quantity  of  spirits,  in  fact  .  .  .  fourpenny 
worth.  The  last  issue  of  Britannia  groats  was 
in  1856,  a  year  after  Hume’s  death,  the  number 
of  Joeys  being  issued  was  just  over  nineteen 
million.  As  far  as  Great  Britain  is  concerned, 
a  hundred  years  have  elapsed  without  us 
having  a  fourpenny  piece,  but  will  the 
increased  charge  for  making  a  telephone  call 
result  in  a  demand  for  a  coin  of  that  value. 
Questions  have  been  asked  in  Parliament 
but  the  Government  prefer  to  await  evidence 
that  there  is  a  serious  demand  for  a  groat. 
The  hirers  of  the  “  growlers  ”  were  incon¬ 
venienced,  will  the  users  of  those  red  boxes  in 
our  day  and  age  suffer  the  same  fate  ?  Mr. 
Haslam  suggested  that  if  Joseph  Hume  were 
alive  today  there  might  be  a  possibility  of  a 
numismatic  speaker  addressing  the  Society  in 
2056  on  the  Four  Penny  Coinage  of  Elizabeth 
of  Britain. 

How  would  this  speaker  nickname  this 
coin  ?  Mr.  Haslam  amused  his  interested 
audience  by  the  choice  of  a  few  names  ;  the 
“  Phonies  of  1957,”  the  “  Teles,”  the  “  Macs.” 
In  the  meantime  we  have  our  Bobs  just  as  our 
grandparents  had  their  Joeys. 

Southampton  and  District  N.S.  At  the 

November  meeting  the  Society  had  the 
pleasure  of  a  visit  from  F.  Cottrill,  Curator  of 
the  City  Museums,  Winchester. 

The  speaker  opened  his  talk  “  Coins  and 
Winchester  ”  with  a  few  general  remarks 
about  Winchester  and  continued  with  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  earliest  coins  minted  in  the  city  ; 
those  of  Egbert  and  the  oldest  coins  found 
there,  some  of  which  dated  from  the  2nd  cent. 
B.C.  The  various  hoards  found  in  and  around 
Winchester  were  fully  covered  and  Mr. 
Cottrill  explained  the  use  of  coins  found 
during  the  present  extensive  excavations  in 
dating  the  remains  of  very  old  buildings 
exposed  by  this  work. 

Many  excellent  slides  were  shown  and 
several  of  these  portrayed  pages  of  the 
Winchester  Domesday  Book  of  Edward  the 
Confessor,  several  entries  being  of  numismatic 
interest. 

Wessex  N.S.  Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent,  Assistant 
Keeper  of  Coins  at  the  British  Museum, 
discussed  the  problems  arising  in  connection 
with  the  Silver  Coinage  of  James  I,  at  the 
Society’s  November  Meeting.  Illustrating  his 
remarks  by  a  series  of  slides  and  photographs, 
Dr.  Kent  outlined  the  political  and  economic 
state  of  the  country  in  the  reign  of  James  I  and 
also  the  action  taken  by  the  King  in  dealing 
with  the  coinage.  This  reign  is  one  which  is 
somewhat  neglected  by  numismatists  and 
Dr.  Kent’s  talk  clearly  indicated  how  many 
problems  still  await  examination.  The 
evening  closed  with  a  discussion,  in  which 
most  members  joined.
